General  Weber  began  his  military  career  as  a private  in  the  United  States 
Marine  Corps  Reserve  on  9 November  1942.  On  1 February  1945,  he  entered 
the  Officer  Candidate  School  at  Quantico,  Virginia,  graduating  as  a second 
lieutenant  on  21  November  1945.  He  was  assigned  to  the  Philadelphia  Navy 
Yard,  Marine  Guard  Detachment,  as  a Weapons  Instructor.

General  Cobb  entered  the  Army  on  13  May  1943  after  completing  four  years  of 
ROTC  at  Princeton  University.  He  attended  Field  Artillery  Officer  Candidate 
School  and  graduated  in  May  1943.  He  later  completed  the  Field  Artillery  Battery

General  Cobb  was  appointed  a captain,  Infantry  in  the  Alabama  Army  National 
Guard  on  1 November  1946.  He  was  assigned  as  Headquarters  Company 
Commander,  31st  Infantry  Division.  He  held  a variety  of  assignments  in  the  Division 
Headquarters  including  Commanding  Officer  of  Special  Troops,  Air  Ground  Liaison 
Officer,  G-3  Air.  He  was  promoted  to  major  on  12  October  1948.  He  continued  as  G- 
3 Air  on  the  31st  Division  Staff  until  their  mobilization  in  January  1951  for  the 
Korean  Conflict.  He  served  with  the  31st  Infantry  (Dixie)  Division  on  active  duty  at 
Fort  Jackson,  South  Carolina,  and  Eighth  Army  Headquarters  during  the  period 
prior  to  his  separation  on  16  October  1952.  Following  the  release  of  the  Division 
from  active  duty,  he  was  assigned  as  Assistant  Chief  of  Staff  G-2  in  the  31st  Infantry 
(Dixie)  Division.

General  Jefferds  enlisted  in  the  California  Army  National  Guard  as  a 
private,  on  17  June  1948  in  the  Anti-Tank  Company,  184th  Regiment, 
49th  Infantry  Division.  He  held  all  enlisted  ranks  through  master  sergeant 
before  being  commissioned  a second  lieutenant  on  15  April  1952  and 
assigned  as  Gunnery  Officer,  Heavy  Mortar  Company,  184th  Regiment.

General  Jefferds  was  then  assigned  as 
Commandant  of  the  California  Military  Academy  and  promoted  to  colonel 
on  28  July  1973.  On  13  January  1974,  he  assumed  command  of  the  49th 
Infantry  Brigade  until  his  selection  to  attend  the  Army  War  College  in 
August  1975.  During  his  tour  at  the  Army  War  College,  he  served  as  class 
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Vice-President  and  was  involved  in  two  research  studies.  The  study  resulted 
in  a draft  Army  Regulation  and  National  Guard  Regulation  on  the  selection 
and  utilization  of  Reserve  and  National  Guard  officers  for  Senior  Service 
College.

General  Palumbo’s  miltiary  service  began  in  May  1948,  when  he  enlisted 
as  a private  in  the  37th  Infantry  Division,  Ohio  National  Guard.

General  Mathias  enlisted  in  the  Colorado  Air  National  Guard  in  February 
1952  and  was  selected  to  attend  Aviation  Cadet  Pilot  Training  in  July  1952. 
After  completion  of  pilot  training  in  August  1953  at  Goodfellow  AFB, 
Texas  and  James  Connelly  AFB,  Texas,  he  was  assigned  as  a pilot  to  the 
120th  Fighter  Bomber  Squadron  at  Buckley  Air  National  Guard  Base, 
Colorado,  flying  F-80s.  In  1956  the  120th  became  a Fighter  Intercepter 
Squadron  and  General  Mathias  began  flying  F-86s.

After  the  call-up  he  returned  to 
Buckley  as  Flight  Commander  of  the  120th  Tactical  Fighter  Squadron.  He 
served  in  this  position  from  October  1962  until  February  1966  when  he 
became  the  Wing  Operations  Staff  Officer  for  the  140th  Tactical  Fighter 
Wing  at  Buckley. 

In  January  1968,  General  Mathias  served  as  Wing  Operations  Staff  Officer 
while  on  extended  active  duty  for  the  Pueblo  Crisis.

General  Henry  was  commissioned  as  a second  lieutenant  upon  graduating 
from  advanced  flying  school  at  Craig  Field,  Alabama  on  27  May  1943.  He 
was  selected  for  training  as  an  instructor  and  taught  classes  of  aviation 
cadets.  He  was  also  selected  to  attend  the  Bryan  School  of  Instruments, 
graduated,  and  taught  instrument  flying  to  other  instructors  and  cadets.

General  Kilkowski  entered  military  service  in  19  October  1942  as  a reserv- 
ist in  the  United  States  Army.  Three  months  later  he  went  on  active  duty 
and  after  basic  training  he  was  appointed  to  the  Aviation  Cadet  Program. 
After  1 1 months  of  pilot  training,  he  was  graduated  in  February  as  a fighter 
pilot  with  the  rank  of  second  lieutenant.  After  a year  as  a flight  instructor  at 
Army  Bases  in  the  United  States,  General  Kilkowski  was  assigned  to  duty  in 
the  Pacific  in  March  1945.

MAJOR  GENERAL  EDWIN  WARFIELD  III 

The  Adjutant  General 
Maryland  Air  National  Guard 


General  Warfield  began  his  military  career  in  1942  in  the  Army  Air  Corps 
as  a private.  After  completing  basic  training,  he  entered  the  Aviation  Cadet 
program  receiving  his  commission  as  a second  lieutenant  and  the  aeronautical 
rating  of  pilot  in  April  1944.  He  had  various  assignments  before  going  to  the 
South  Pacific  where  he  was  stationed  on  Iwo  Jima  for  more  than  a month 
in  the  early  part  of  1946.  There  he  flew  coastal  patrol  missions  and  took  part 
in  the  air  offensive  against  Japan.  During  one  of  his  missions,  General  War- 
field’s  aircraft  was  damaged  by  ground  fire  while  he  was  strafing  an  airfield 
East  of  Tokyo.  He  was  able  to  fly  the  craft  beyond  the  Japanese  mainland 
and  spent  four  days  in  a one-man  raft  before  being  picked  up  by  a Navy 
submarine.  During  his  tour  of  duty  in  the  Pacific,  he  flew  1 1 combat  mis- 
sions in  fighter  aircraft  and  compiled  59  combat  hours. 

After  his  release  from  active  duty  in  1946,  General  Warfield  became  a 
member  of  the  104th  Tactical  Fighter  Squadron,  Maryland  Air  National 
Guard.  He  was  assigned  as  Commander  of  the  104th  Tactical  Fighter  Squad- 
ron on  22  December  1950.  He  was  appointed  Chief  of  Staff  of  Maryland  Air 
National  Guard  on  1 January  1957  and  Assistant  Adjutant  General  for  Air 
on  1 November  1965.  He  was  federally  recognized  as  brigadier  general  on 
26  October  1 966.  General  Warfield  was  appointed  the  Adjutant  General  on 
24  February  1970.  He  was  promoted  and  federally  recognized  as  a major 
general  on  10  July  1970.

BRIGADIER  GENERAL  MARVIN  A.  THORSON 

Commander  133d  Tactical  Airlift  Wing 
Minnesota  Air  National  Guard 

General  Thorson  began  his  military  career  when  he  enlisted  in  the  Army 
Air  Corps  after  graduating  from  Withee  High  School.  During  the  summer  of 
1942  he  waited  for  his  call  to  active  duty  and  on  10  December  1942  he  be- 
came an  Aviation  Cadet.  He  went  through  pilot  training  and  was  rated  and 
commissioned  at  Luke  Field,  Phoenix,  Arizona  on  1 October  1943. 

His  first  assignment,  after  completion  of  Instructor  School  at  Randolph 
Field,  Texas,  was  as  a basic  flying  instructor  at  Lemoore  Army  Air  Field, 
Lemoore,  California,  where  he  flew  BT-13’s.  In  April  of  1944,  he  had  the 
opportunity  to  transition  into  P-39’s  at  Victorville,  California  and  then  pro- 
ceeded to  Chico,  California  for  training  in  P-63’s  and  P-38’s.  He  departed 
the  United  States  for  Italy  in  October  of  1944  and  was  assigned  to  27th 
Fighter  Squadron,  First  Fighter  Group.  He  flew  16  missions  in  P-38’s  before 
the  war  ended  in  Europe.  In  September  of  1945,  Lieutenant  Thorson 
returned  to  the  United  States.  After  taking  leave  and  undergoing  administra- 
tive processing,  he  was  assigned  to  the  Budget  and  Fiscal  Division  at  Head- 
quarters Air  Material  Command,  Wright  Field,  Dayton,  Ohio.  In  June  of 

1947,  he  decided  to  further  his  education  and  was  honorably  discharged  as 
a captain  on  13  August  1947. 

General  Thorson  joined  the  Minnesota  Air  National  Guard  on  1 July 

1948.  Because  of  unit  structure,  it  was  necessary  to  join  the  Guard  as  a 
second  lieutenant.  The  109th  Fighter  Squadron  was  assigned  F-51D’s.  By 
August  of  1950,  he  had  regained  his  rank  of  captain  as  a Flight  Leader  and 
was  a Flight  Examiner  in  F-5  ID’s  and  T-6’s. 
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The  109th  Fighter  Squadron  was  recalled  to  active  duty  for  21  months  on 

I March  1951.  General  Thorson  served  as  a Flight  Leader  and  Operations 
Officer  during  this  period. 

When  the  109th  Fighter  Squadron  returned  to  state  control  on  1 Decem- 
ber 1952,  General  Thorson  was  appointed  as  the  Squadron  Commander.  He 
remained  as  the  Squadron  Commander  for  the  next  eleven  years.  During 
these  years  the  109th  Squadron  transitioned  from  F-51D’s  to  F-94B’s  to  F- 
89H’s  to  C-97A’s.  He  was  promoted  to  major  on  16  October  1953  and  to 
lieutenant  colonel  on  19  October  1960. 

The  unit  was  again  called  back  to  active  duty  in  October  1961  because  of 
the  Berlin  Crisis.  The  109th  Air  Transport  Squadron  (Heavy)  under  General 
Thorson’s  command,  had  a world-wide  strategic  airlift  mission.  The  109th 
made  their  first  transport  mission  to  Vietnam  during  this  period. 

General  Thorson  returned  to  Air  National  Guard  status  in  August  of  1962. 
In  January  of  1964,  he  was  transferred  from  the  109th  Air  Transport  Squad- 
ron (Heavy)  to  the  133d  Air  Transport  Group  (Heavy)  and  appointed  Depu- 
ty Commander  for  Materiel.  On  16  February  1966,  General  Thorson  was 
made  commander  of  the  133d  Military  Airlift  Group.  He  was  promoted  to 
colonel  on  23  November  1966.  He  was  promoted  to  brigadier  general  on  2 
November  1977. 

While  under  General  Thorson’s  command,  the  133d  Military  Airlift  Group 
was  the  Spaatz  Trophy  winner  for  1968.  He  has  subsequently  served  as  the 
Wing  Director  of  Logistics  and  was  assigned  as  the  Wing  Vice  Commander 
prior  to  being  selected  as  the  Wing  Commander. 

General  Thorson  is  a command  pilot  with  10,846.2  hours  of  military  fly- 
ing time.

His  branch  was  reverted  to  Infantry  in  1972  and  he  took  command 
of  the  1st  Battalion  136th  Infantry.  Two  years  later,  he  was  transferred  to 
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the  Minnesota  Guard’s  State  Headquarters  where  he  served  as  G-l  for  the 
state  staff.  In  1975,  he  was  promoted  to  colonel  and  assumed  command 
of  the  1st  Brigade,  47th  Infantry  Division.  He  was  assigned  as  Director, 
State  Area  Command  Headquarters  and  Headquarters  Detachment,  HHD, 
Minnesota  Army  National  Guard  on  1 May  1978  and  federally  recognized 
as  brigadier  general  of  the  line  on  22  August  1978.

General  Gerard  enlisted  in  the  U.S.  Army  Air  Corps  in  October  1942.  He 
completed  flight  training  and  was  commissioned  as  second  lieutenant  on  30 
August  1943.  After  further  training,  he  was  assigned  to  a Fighter  Group  in 
the  United  States  which  was  then  immediately  transferred  to  the  Eighth  Air 
Force  in  Europe.  During  World  War  II,  he  flew  two  combat  tours  amassing 
420  combat  hours  in  91  missions.  He  destroyed  eight  German  Fighters  in  the 
air:  six  ME109’s  and  two  FW  190’s.

Air  National  Guard.  When  ordered  to  active  duty  for  the  Korean  Crisis 
he  was  a practicing  attorney  in  Lyndhurst,  New  Jersey;  he  also  was  ordered 
to  active  duty  for  the  Berlin  Crisis.  Since  his  appointment  in  April  1947,  he 
has  risen  from  captain  to  the  rank  of  major  general  which  he  attained  on  4 
February  1977.  During  the  Korean  Crisis,  he  commanded  a fighter  squadron 
in  the  Strategic  Air  Command  and  then  the  Tactical  Air  Command.  During 
the  Berlin  Crisis,  he  served  as  Wing  Director  of  Operations.  General  Gerard 
assumed  command  of  the  108th  Tactical  Fighter  Wing  on  1 April  1971. 
In  June  1976  he  was  assigned  as  Special  Assistant  to  the  Commander-In- 
Chief  of  the  Strategic  Air  Command  for  the  Air  National  Guard. 

General  Gerard  was  a Base  Detachment  Commander  at  McGuire  Air  Force 
Base  and  Newark  Airport  prior  to  becoming  New  Jersey  Director  of  Aero- 
nautics in  1961  and  held  that  position  in  New  Jersey’s  Department  of 
Transportation  concurrent  with  his  Air  National  Guard  assignment.  He  was 
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concerned  with  the  development  of  a State  Airport  Development  Program 
and  the  actions  and  programs  to  provide  for  the  public  safety,  promotion 
and  progress  of  aviation,  and  the  licensing  and  regulation  of  all  airports, 
heliports,  and  fixed  base  operators  with  the  State. 

General  Gerard  was  on  active  duty  from  April  1977  to  December  1978 
as  Director  of  Full-time  Training  and  Administration  Selected  Reserve 
Study  Group;  the  Director  of  the  Minute-Man  Study  Group;  and  finally 
as  Executive  Direcror  of  the  Review  of  the  Guard  and  Reserve  Task  Force 
(ROGAR  II).  During  this  period  he  was  assigned  to  the  office  of  the  Deputy 
Assistant  Secretary  of  Defense  for  Reserve  Affairs.  From  1972-1977  he 
served  on  the  Air  Reserve  Forces  Policy  Committee  and  on  the  TAC

Colonel  Nudo  entered  the  military  service  on  23  December  1943  and 
upon  completion  of  basic  training  and  six  months  as  an  instructor  at  Camp 
Fannin,  Texas  was  sent  overseas  and  served  with  the  60th  Infantry,  9th 
Infantry  Division  in  Germany  as  a Platoon  Sergeant  and  Platoon  Leader  when 
officers  were  in  short  supply.

General  Baker’s  military  career  began  when  he  enlisted  in  the  Enlisted  Re- 
serve Corps  on  15  July  1943.  He  was  ordered  to  active  duty  with  the  Army 
Air  Corps  on  5 August  1943  and  served  with  the  10th  Air  Cargo  Refueling 
Squadron  in  the  Pacific  Theater  of  Operations  during  and  following  World 
Warll.

After  being  commissioned  as  an  ROTC  graduate  from  the  University  of 
Pittsburgh  in  1942,  Colonel  Brosky  entered  active  military  service  in  World 
War  II  as  a second  lieutenant  on  4 May  1942  with  the  Army  Coast  Artillery 
Corps.

MAJOR  GENERAL  NICHOLAS  P.  KAFKALAS 

Director,  State  Area  Command 
Pennsylvania  Army  National  Guard 


General  Kafkalas  began  his  military  career  on  6 March  1939,  when  he  en- 
listed as  a private  in  Company  D,  1 10th  Infantry  Regiment,  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania National  Guard’s  28th  Infantry  Division. 

In  February  1941,  he  was  a sergeant  with  Company  D,  110th  Infantry 
Regiment,  when  the  unit  was  ordered  to  active  duty.  He  left  the  28th  Infan- 
try Division  at  Camp  Livingston,  Louisiana,  in  April,  1942,  to  attend  Infan- 
try Officer  Candidate  School  at  Fort  Benning,  Georgia. 

Graduating  from  Infantry  OCS  on  14  July  1942,  he  was  assigned  to  the 
54th  Armored  Infantry  Regiment,  10th  Armored  Division,  as  a second  lieu- 
tenant. He  served  with  the  regiment  as  a platoon  leader,  assistant  regimental 
operations  and  training  officer,  and  company  commander.  He  was  promoted 
to  first  lieutenant  in  November,  1943,  and  to  captain  on  6 June  1944. 

General  Kafkalas  served  as  commander  of  Company  C,  54th  Armored  In- 
fantry Battalion,  when  the  10th  Armored  Division  landed  in  France  on 
12  September  1944.  He  commanded  the  company  during  three  major  Euro- 
pean Campaigns:  Ardennes,  Rhineland  and  Central  Europe,  during  which  he 
earned  the  Purple  Heart  and  was  twice  awarded  the  Silver  Star  for  gallantry 
in  action. 

He  later  commanded  Company  C,  318th  Infantry  Regiment,  of  the  80th 
Division,  before  returning  to  the  United  States  in  October  1945,  where  he 
was  released  from  active  duty  and  appointed  as  a Captain  in  the  Organized 
Reserve  Corps. 
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In  June  of  1946,  General  Kafkalas  participated  in  the  post-war  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  Pennsylvania  National  Guard,  serving  as  the  commander  of  Com- 
pany D,  110th  Infantry  Regiment,  28th  Infantry  Division.  It  was  the  same 
unit  in  Monessen,  Pa.,  that  he  had  joined  as  a private  seven  years  earlier. 

In  1950,  when  the  28th  Infantry  Division  was  called  into  service  during 
the  Korean  War,  General  Kafkalas  had  been  promoted  to  Major,  and  was 
serving  as  the  Operations  officer  for  the  110th  Infantry  Regiment.  He  ac- 
companied the  28th  Infantry  Division  to  Germany,  and  served  with  NATO 
forces  in  Europe  as  the  Operations  officer  of  the  1 10th  Infantry  Regiment, 
then  as  commander  of  the  3rd  Battalion,  110th  Infantry,  and  later  as  the 
assistant  operations  officer  of  the  28th  Infantry  Division.  He  returned  to  the 
United  States  and  was  released  from  active  duty  in  December  1953. 

He  immediately  rejoined  the  28th  Infantry  Division  in  Pennsylvania, 
where  he  was  assigned  as  the  Division  G-3,  Operations  and  Training  officer. 
Promoted  to  Lieutenant  Colonel  on  21  January  1954,  General  Kafkalas 
served  as  the  division’s  G-3  for  the  next  seven  years. 

On  15  July  1960,  General  Kafkalas  was  named  Chief  of  Staff  for  the  28th 
Infantry  Division,  and  in  September  of  that  year  was  promoted  to  colonel. 
He  was  named  Assistant  Division  Commander  of  the  28th  Infantry  Division 
on  15  March  1966,  and  was  promoted  to  brigadier  general  on  7 November 
1966. 

General  Kafkalas  assumed  command  of  the  28th  Infantry  Division  on 
24  April  1967,  and  was  promoted  to  major  general  on  10  December  1968. 
During  the  period  from  July  1968  to  May  1972,  he  served  concurrently  as 
the  Commanding  General  of  the  28th  Infantry  Division,  and  as  Deputy  Adju- 
tant General  for  Army,  Pennsylvania  Army  National  Guard. 

Named  acting  Adjutant  General  on  31  March  1977,  General  Kafkalas  was 
sworn  in  as  Pennsylvania’s  47th  Adjutant  General  on  28  April  1977.  On 
12  May  1977,  after  more  than  10  years  as  division  commander,  General 
Kafkalas  relinquished  command  of  the  division  to  devote  his  full  attention  to 
his  new  duties  as  Adjutant  General.  With  the  expiration  of  his  tenure  as 
Adjutant  General  on  16  January  1979,  General  Kafkalas  was  assigned  as  the 
Director  of  the  State  Area  Command  for  the  Pennsylvania  Army  National 
Guard. 

A former  newspaperman  on  the  staff  of  the  Monessen  Daily  Independent, 
General  Kafkalas  has  worked  fulltime  for  the  Pennsylvania  Army  National 
Guard  since  1954.

BRIGADIER  GENERAL  PETER  R.  PHILLIPY 

Commander,  171st  Air  Refueling  Wing 
Pennsylvania  Air  National  Guard 

General  Phillipy  began  his  military  career  by  enlisting  in  the  Armed  Forces  on 
14  July  1942.  His  first  assignment  was  in  the  Infantry  at  Camp  Croft,  South 
Carolina.  Shortly  thereafter,  he  applied  for  Aviation  Cadet  training  and  in  January 
1943  was  sent  to  San  Antonio  Aviation  Cadet  Center  for  classification  and  pre- 
flight. His  flight  training  was  taken  at  Chickasha,  Oklahoma,  Garden  City,  Kan- 
sas, and  Eagle  Pass,  Texas.  He  was  commissioned  as  a second  lieutenant  and 
awarded  his  wings  on  5 December  1943.  He  completed  P-51  training  at  Tampa, 
Florida,  in  June  1 944  and  on  1 6 July  1 944  departed  for  Italy  for  assignment  to  the 
15th  Air  Force.  He  served  overseas  as  a pilot  and  flight  leader  with  the  319th 
Fighter  Squadron  while  based  in  Italy,  he  flew  56  combat  missions  in  F-51 
aircraft.  He  returned  to  the  Zone  of  the  Interior  on  16  April  1945  and  was 
assigned  as  a Gunnery  Instructor  at  Suffolk  Airport,  New  York.  He  was  re- 
leased from  active  duty  on  20  November  1945  and  remained  a member  of  the  Air 
Force  Reserve  until  4 February  1948. 

On  5 February  1948,  General  Phillipy  joined  the  148th  Fighter  Squadron, 
Pennsylvania  Air  National  Guard  as  a Pilot.  In  1949,  he  was  assigned  as  Squadron 
Operations  Officer.  On  1 February  1951,  he  was  recalled  to  active  duty  for  the 
Korean  conflict  and  was  based  at  Dover  Air  Force  Base,  Delaware,  under  the  Air 
Defense  Command.  He  served  with  the  unit  as  Squadron  Operations  Officer  until 
1 August  1953  when  the  unit  reverted  to  its  inactive  status.  On  2 August  1953,  he 
became  Squadron  Commander  of  the  148th  Fighter  Interceptor  Squadron.  He 
held  that  position  until  1 May  1955  when  he  became  the  Commander  of  the  1 1 2th 
Fighter  Group. 
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In  1957,  General  Phillipy  was  the  winner  of  the  Annual  Ricks  Trophy 
Event,  sponsored  by  the  Air  Force  Association.  This  event  involved  a speed 
dash  in  F-84F  aircraft  by  participants  from  Air  National  Guard  squadrons 
from  Fresno,  California  to  Andrews  AFB,  Maryland. 

On  1 December  1961,  General  Phillipy  was  appointed  commander  of  the 
1 1 2th  Air  Defense  Wing,  also  located  at  the  Greater  Pittsburgh  Airport. 
Under  General  Phillipy ’s  leadership,  a unit  of  his  command,  the  146th 
Fighter  Interceptor  Squadron,  in  competition  with  13  regular  Air  Force 
units,  captured  first  place  in  the  biennial  World  Wide  Intercept  Weapons 
Meet  (William  Tell)  at  Tyndall  AFB,  Florida,  7-14  October  1963.  In  1964, 
General  Phillipy ’s  112th  Air  Defense  Wing  was  awarded  the  Air  Force 
Outstanding  Unit  Award  for  exceptionally  meritorious  service  in  support 
of  military  operations  from  March  1962  to  October  1963 

On  14  March  1964,  General  Phillipy  assumed  command  of  the  171st 
Military  Airlift  Wing  at  the  Greater  Pittsburgh  Airport  which  was  later 
redesignated  as  the  171st  Aeromedical  Airlift  Wing  on  1 July  1968. 

During  1964-1965,  General  Phillipy  attended  the  Air  War  College,  Max- 
well AFB,  Albama,  and  achieved  high  honors  and  distinction  upon  gradua- 
tion by  being  designated  as  a distinguished  graduate.  In  1970,  his  171st 
Aeromedical  Airlift  Wing  and  its  four  assigned  groups  were  awarded  the 
Air  Force  Outstanding  Unit  Award  for  providing  significant  aeromedical 
airlift  support  from  January  1968  to  December  1969.  Again,  in  1973,  the 
171st  Aeromedical  Airlift  Wing  and  its  five  assigned  groups  were  awarded 
the  Air  Force  Outstanding  Unit  Award  for  exceptionally  meritorious  a- 
chievement  in  support  of  military  operations  during  the  period  4 April 
1971  to  1 April  1972.  On  3 October  1972,  this  wing  was  redesignated 
as  the  171st  Air  Refueling  Wing  with  General  Phillipy  remaining  as  com- 
mander. In  1977,  the  171st  Air  Refueling  Wing  was  awarded  the  Air  Force 
Outstanding  Unit  Award,  for  the  third  time,  for  exceptionally  meritorious 
achivement  in  support  of  military  operations  in  Operation  Creek  Party  dur- 
ing the  period  1 August  1973  to  28  February  1977. 

General  Phillipy  is  a command  pilot,  currently  qualified  as  an  aircraft 
commander  in  KC-135A  aircraft,  with  over  9700  total  flying  hours.  He 
has  been  federally  recognized  in  the  grade  of  brigadier  general  since  26 
October  1966.

General  Sajer  enlisted  in  the  Army  on  16  September  1947.  After  basic  training 
he  attended  Officers  Candidate  School  at  Fort  Benning,  Georgia  where  he  was 
commissioned  on  26  June  1947.  He  attended  Engineer  School  at  Fort  Belvoir, 
Virginia  where  he  completed  the  Engineer  Associate  Officers  Basic  Course  in 
1947.

He  was  assigned  as  a fighter  pilot  with  the  329th  Fighter  Group,  4th 
Fighter  Command,  at  Salinas,  California,  from  April  1943  to  January  1944. 
General  Scott  was  then  reassigned  in  January  1944  to  the  364th  Fighter 
Group,  of  the  8th  Fighter  Command,  based  in  the  United  Kingdom,  where 
he  participated  in  the  air  offensive  against  Germany.  In  March  1944,  while 
flying  his  13th  combat  mission  against  targets  in  the  area  of  Brunswick, 
Germany,  General  Scott’s  aircraft  was  shot  down  over  Holland.  He  spent 
four  months  evading  German  forces  in  occupied  areas  of  Holland,  Belgium 
and  France  before  being  captured  and  imprisoned  at  Stalag  Luft  III,  in 
Sagan,  Germany.  After  two  unsuccessful  escape  attempts,  he  was  success- 
ful in  escaping,  and  was  returned  through  allied  lines  in  April  1945. 

Following  his  return  to  the  United  States,  he  was  reassigned  in  August 
1945  as  a Fighter  test  pilot  and  engineering  officer  with  the  Fighter  Test 
Section,  Air  Proving  Ground,  at  Eglin  AFB,  Florida.  In  September  1946, 
he  was  then  assigned  as  a test  pilot  and  later  as  a director  of  supply  and 
maintenance,  and  operations  officer,  for  the  Cold  Weather  Test  Detachment 
xat  Ladd  Air  Force  Base,  Alaska,  holding  that  assignment  until  November 
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1948.  He  graduated  from  the  Air  Command  and  Staff  College,  in  June 
and  was  reassigned  as  the  Air  Force  Liaison  Officer  and  Instructor  at  the 
United  States  Army  Transportation  School,  Fort  Eustis,  Virginia,  serving 
in  that  capacity  from  July  1949  to  November  1952. 

In  November  1952,  he  was  assigned  to  Tactical  Air  Command.  In  April 
1954,  he  became  Director  of  Operations  for  the  18th  Fighter  Bomber  Wing 
in  Osan,  Korea.  During  this  assignment  he  assumed  command  of  the  67th 
Fighter  Bomber  Squadron  which  served  in  Taiwan  and  Okinawa,  and  at 
different  periods  served  as  Commander  of  the  1 8th  Fighter  Bomber  Group 
and  1 8th  Fighter  Bomber  Wing. 

In  1955,  he  attended  the  Armed  Forces  Staff  College,  graduating  in  Jan- 
uary 1956.  In  February  1956,  he  was  assigned  to  the  Field  Command, 
Armed  Forces  Special  Weapons  Project  Sandia  Base,  New  Mexico,  as  an 
Operations  Plans  Officer,  He  later  was  named  Chief  of  the  Stockpile  Opera- 
tions Branch,  holding  that  assignment  until  June  1958. 

In  July  1958,  he  was  assigned  as  the  Deputy  Chief,  Research  and  Develop- 
ment Branch;  and  later  as  the  Chief,  Production  and  Storage  Branch  of  the 
Division  of  Military  Application,  United  States  Atomic  Energy  Commission, 
in  Washington,  D.C.,  until  June  1962.  He  graduated  from  the  National 
War  College  in  1963. 

In  July  1963,  he  was  reassigned  to  Europe,  where  he  served  as  the  Chief 
of  the  Nuclear  Plans  Section  for  the  Supreme  Headquarters,  Allied  Powers 
Europe  (SHAPE),  in  Belgium.  He  held  that  assignment  for  three  years 
before  returning  to  the  United  States  in  July  1977,  to  assume  duties  as  the 
Deputy  Assistant  Secretary  of  Defense  for  Atomic  Energy.  He  was  promoted 
to  the  rank  of  brigadier  general  in  1967.  From  June  1968  until  his  retire- 
ment in  October  1970,  General  Scott  served  as  the  Deputy  Director  for 
Operations  and  Administration  for  the  Defense  Atomic  Support  Agency,  and 
as  Chief,  Joint  Atomic  Information  Exchange  Group.  He  was  appointed  the 
Adjutant  General  in  February  1979.

Colonel  Smoker  began  his  military  career  by  enlisting  in  the  Army  Air 
Corps  in  February,  1943.  He  entered  active  duty  in  July,  1943,  and  after 
completing  basic  training  and  college  training,  was  classified  for  navigator 
training.  He  was  commissioned  a second  lieutenant  and  received  his  naviga- 
tor wings  in  October,  1944.

In  October  1946,  he  joined  the  Pennsylvania  Air  National  Guard  and  on 
17  January  1947  became  a member  of  the  Headquarters,  53rd  Fighter  Wing. 
While  attending  college,  he  served  in  various  Air  National  capacities  in  the 
53rd  Fighter  Wing  including  controller,  personnel  equipment  officer,  and 
squadron  commander. 

In  order  to  qualify  for  pilot  training,  he  requested  and  received  a demo- 
tion to  first  lieutenant,  and  entered  USAF  pilot  training  under  the  Air 
National  Guard  quota.  He  graduated  as  a pilot  on  22  March  1952  and  re- 
turned to  his  Pennsylvania  Air  National  Guard  unit  at  Harrisburg,  Pennsyl- 
vania. He  served  as  a tactical  inspector  and  operations  staff  officer  of  the 
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1 12th  Fighter  Wing  until  December  1955  when  he  was  assigned  to  the  Head- 
quarters, Pennsylvania  Air  National  Guard.  He  served  as  Executive  Officer 
of  the  headquarters  from  December  1955  to  October  1972.  During  the 
period  1965-1967,  Colonel  Smoker  participated  in  five  airlift  missions  to 
Vietnam  and  was  credited  with  20  combat  flying  hours. 

In  1971-1972,  Colonel  Smoker  attended  the  Air  War  College,  Maxwell 
Air  Force  Base,  Alabama,  achieving  distinction  and  high  honors  upon  gradua- 
tion by  being  awarded  the  National  Geographic  Society  Award  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Air  Force  as  the  student  whose  study  reflected  the  “most 
outstanding  achievement  in  creative  politico-military  thought”. 

Upon  his  return  from  the  Air  War  College,  Colonel  Smoker  became  the 
Deputy  Chief  of  Staff,  later  redesignated  Deputy  Commander,  Headquarters, 
Pennsylvania  Air  National  Guard  in  October  1972.  On  1 November  1978, 
Colonel  Smoker  was  appointed  as  Commander,  Pennsylvania  Air  National 
Guard.  He  is  federally  recognized  as  a colonel  and  his  state  grade  is  that  of 
brigadier  general.

He  attended  communications  operator 
courses  at  Fort  Riley,  Kansas  and  Fort  Bliss,  Texas  and  was  subsequently 
assigned  to  the  1st  Cavalry  Division,  and  went  overseas  to  the  Pacific  Theater 
of  operations  in  March  1943.  During  World  War  II  he  served  as  a member  of 
the  famed  Alamo  Scouts  and  was  awarded  a battlefield  commission  as  a 
second  lieutenant  on  5 March  1945.  Upon  cessation  of  hostilities  he  returned 
to  civilian  life  and  pursued  his  studies  of  communication  and  electronics  in 
various  civilian  schools  and  became  a licensed  commercial  radio-telephone 
communications  engineer. 

He  joined  the  Air  National  Guard  on  28  June  1948  and  is  a charter  mem- 
ber of  the  102d  Aircraft  Control  and  Warning  Squadron  of  the  Rhode  Island 
Air  National  Guard.  General  Ray  attended  Weapons  Controller  School  at 
Tyndall  Air  Force  Base  during  the  summer  of  1951  and,  while  at  Tyndall, 
was  recalled  to  active  duty  with  the  102d  Air  Control  and  Warning  Squadron 
in  response  to  the  Korean  Conflict.  He  served  two  years  on  active  duty 
during  which  time  he  attended  the  United  States  Air  Force  Communications 
Officer  School  at  Scott  Field,  Illinois  and  subsequently  served  as  Com- 
munications Officer  of  the  726th  Tactical  Control  Squadron,  507th  Tactical 
Control  Group,  Pope  Air  Force  Base,  North  Carolina. 
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General  Ray  returned  to  the  Air  National  Guard  in  civilian  status  at  the 
termination  of  the  Korean  Emergency  on  30  August  1953.  He  continued  his 
membership  in  the  Rhode  Island  Air  National  Guard  and  assumed  command 
of  the  102d  Tactical  Control  Squadron  on  19  November  1965,  the  position 
he  held  during  the  1961  recall  of  the  Air  National  Guard  forces  in  support 
of  the  Berlin  Contingency  Operation.  General  Ray  deployed  with  his  unit  to 
Celle,  Germany  where  the  unit  performed  a radar  control  and  surveillance 
mission  in  support  of  all  Allied  aircraft  operating  in  the  northern  air  corridor 
in  Berlin. 

Again  in  1962  General  Ray  was  released  from  active  duty  and  resumed  his 
Air  National  Guard  status  as  Commander  of  the  102d  Tactical  Control 
Squadron,  Rhode  Island  Air  National  Guard.  During  1965  General  Ray 
commanded  a composite  Control  and  Reporting  Post  at  Baker,  California 
in  support  of  the  large-scale  JCS  Exercise  Desert  Strike.  General  Ray 
was  awarded  the  Joint  Services  Commendation  Medal  for  his  performance 
of  duty  during  that  period. 

On  1 May  1966,  General  Ray  began  a four-year  tour  of  active  duty  with 
Air  Force  Communications  Service  and  Tactical  Air  Command  as  the  Air 
National  Guard  Liaison  Officer  at  Headquarters  Tactical  Air  Command 
Area,  Langley  Air  Force  Base,  Virginia.  In  this  assignment  General  Ray 
supervised  and  monitored  the  programs  and  activities  of  all  Air  National 
Guard  Mobile  Communications  and  Tactical  Control  Units.  On  1 August 
1 969,  General  Ray  became  the  first  Air  National  Guard  Officer  serving  on  a 
four-year  tour  of  active  duty  to  be  promoted  to  colonel  as  a member  of  the 
active  service. 

On  30  June  1970,  General  Ray  was  released  from  active  duty  and  re- 
assumed command  of  the  102  Tactical  Control  Squadron.  The  following 
year  on  1 October  1971  General  Ray  was  named  Commander  of  the  newly 
activated  156th  Tactical  Control  Group,  Rhode  Island  Air  National  Guard, 
the  first  407L  Tactical  Air  Control  Squadron  Tactical  Control  Group  in  the 
Air  National  Guard.  In  early  1972  General  Ray  was  designated  as  the  Air 
National  Guard  407L  Tactical  Air  Control  Squadron  Liaison  Officer,  and  for 
the  next  several  years  he  was  the  primary  focal  point  within  the  Air  National 
Guard  for  the  conversion  and  equipping  and  training  of  Air  National  Guard 
tactical  control  organizations  into  the  sophisticated  407L  Tactical  Air 
Control  System. 

A major  worldwide  reorganization  of  the  Tactical  Air  Control  System  in 
1976  resulted  in  the  deactivation  of  the  156th  Tactical  Control  Group  and 
the  subsequent  organization  and  activation  of  the  281st  Combat  Com- 
munications Group  (DCS).  General  Ray  was  selected  to  command  the  new 
communications  group  and  he  assumed  command  on  1 April  1 976.

Commander,  218th  Infantry  Brigade  (Mechanized) 

South  Carolina  Army  National  Guard 

General  Marchant  enlisted  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States  on  9 
December  1942.  He  received  basic  training  at  Camp  Sibert,  Alabama.  He 
entered  ASTP  at  the  University  of  Oklahoma  and  was  then  assigned  to  the 
97th  Infantry  Division  at  Camp  San  Luis  Obispo,  California.  He  was  graduat- 
ed from  Infantry  OCS  at  Fort  Benning,  Georgia,  December  1944  and  joined 
the  Third  Infantry  Division  as  a platoon  leader  in  Company  K,  3rd  Battalion, 
15th  Infantry.

The  Adjutant  General

General  Marchant  enlisted  in  the  South  Carolina  Army  National  Guard  in 
January  1939,  and  was  honorably  discharged  in  February  1940  to  remain  in 
college.  He  enlisted  in  the  United  States  Marine  Corps  in  January  1942,  and 
upon  completion  of  Officer  Candidate  School,  was  commissioned  a second 
lieutenant  in  August  1942.

In  July  1943,  he  was  detailed  as  Aide-de-Camp  to  the  Commanding  General, 
3d  Marine  Amphibious  Corps  and  served  in  this  position  until  September 
1943,  then  as  Aide-de-Camp  to  the  Chief  of  Staff,  3d  MAC  from  September 
to  December  1943  participating  in  the  New  Georgia  and  Bougainville  cam- 
paigns. General  Marchant  served  as  Platoon  Leader,  Executive  Officer,  and 
Commander  of  a rifle  company  in  the  3d  Marine  Division  during  the  Guam 
and  Iwo  Jima  campaigns.  He  was  promoted  to  captain  in  October  1944. 
From  October  1944  to  October  1945  he  served  as  Regimental  S-2  and 
Commander  of  Headquarters  & Headquarters  Company,  3d  Regiment. 
He  was  assigned  to  the  Charleston  Naval  Base  as  a Security  Officer  from 
November  1945  until  his  discharge  on  8 January  1946.  He  was  commission- 
ed in  the  South  Carolina  Army  National  Guard  on  1 February  1947  as  a 
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second  lieutenant,  Infantry,  and  served  as  aide  to  the  Commanding  General, 
51st  Division  until  August  1947  when  he  was  assigned  to  the  division  staff 
as  Assistant  G-2  and  Assistant  G-3.  During  this  period,  he  was  promoted 
to  first  lieutenant,  captain,  and  major.  He  was  then  assigned  as  Division 
Provost  Marshal  in  1961  and  promoted  to  lieutenant  colonel,  serving  in 
this  capacity  until  May  1966  when  he  was  assigned  as  Division  G-l.  General 
Marchant  was  promoted  to  colonel  on  12  January  1968,  assuming  the 
position  of  Commandant,  Palmetto  Military  Academy,  the  Officer  Can- 
didate School  of  the  South  Carolina  National  Guard,  until  August  1971 
when  he  assumed  command  of  the  2d  Brigade,  30th  Infantry  Division  (M). 
He  was  appointed  Assistant  Division  Commander,  30th  Infantry  Division 
(Mech)  on  1 June  1972.  Promoted  to  brigadier  general  on  28  February 
1973,  he  assumed  the  position  of  Troop  Commander,  South  Carolina  Army 
National  Guard.  He  became  Commander  of  Troop  Command  251st  Support 
Center,  Rear  Area  Operations,  on  29  February  1976  until  his  retirement 
from  the  South  Carolina  National  Guard  on  28  February  1978.  General 
Marchant  was  elected  to  the  office  of  Adjutant  General  of  South  Carolina 
in  the  General  Election  on  7 November  1978,  and  took  office  on  10  January 
1979.

General  Clippard  began  his  military  career  as  a private  in  the  Enlisted  Re- 
serve Corps  on  15  December  1942.  He  was  ordered  to  active  duty  with  the 
U.S.  Army  on  20  April  1943,  serving  in  the  European  Theater  of  Operations 
during  World  War  II.

He  trans- 
ferred his  basic  branch  from  Infantry  to  Armor  on  28  October  1954  and  was 
reassigned  to  Headquarters  and  Headquarters  Company,  Combat  Command 
C,  30th  Armored  Division,  serving  subsequently  as  liaison  officer  and 
assistant  S-3  during  the  period  from  28  October  1954  to  14  January  1958. 
General  Clippard  then  assumed  command  of  Headquarters  and  Headquarters 
Company,  Combat  Command  C,  30th  Armored  Division,  serving  in  that 
position  until  31  January  1960.  He  then  served  as  assistant  S-3  for  Combat 
Command  C until  28  March  1963.  General  Clippard  then  became  S-3  Air 
for  the  First  Brigade,  30th  Armored  Division,  until  10  March  1964,  when  he 
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was  promoted  to  major  and  reassigned  S-4  for  the  First  Brigade,  30th 
Armored  Division. 

General  Clippard  was  reassigned  to  Headquarters,  30th  Armored  Division 
on  4 January  1966,  serving  subsequently  as  G-3  Air  and  Assistant  G-3  until 
31  January  1968.  On  1 February  1 968,  he  was  reassigned  as  executive  offi- 
cer of  the  5th  Battalion,  109th  Armor.  General  Clippard  assumed  command 
of  the  5th  Battalion,  109th  Armor  on  1 December  1968  and  was  promoted 
to  lieutenant  colonel  on  10  December  1968. 

General  Clippard  was  reassigned  to  Headquarters,  30th  Armored  Division 
on  1 August  1970,  serving  subsequently  as  Inspector  General,  G-4,  G-5  and 
G-l,  until  his  promotion  to  colonel  on  21  June  1973  and  reassignment  as 
Chief  of  Staff,  30th  Armored  Division. 

Upon  deactivation  of  the  30th  Armored  Division  on  31  October  1973, 
General  Clippard  was  reassigned  as  Rear  Area  Secutity  Task  Force  Com- 
mander, 130th  Support  Center  (Rear  Area  Operations),  serving  until  1 Sep- 
tember 1974  when  he  was  appointed  commander  of  the  130th  Support 
Center  (RAO),  a Tennessee  Brigade-type  Headquarters  having  four  battalions 
and  two  separate  companies. 

On  1 September  1975,  General  Clippard  was  reassigned  as  Deputy  Chief 
of  Staff,  Headquarters,  Tennessee  Army  National  Guard.  General  Clippard 
was  appointed  as  Chief  of  Staff,  Headquarters,  Tennessee  Army  National 
Guard  on  30  September  1976  and  was  federally  recognized  as  brigadier 
general  on  4 February  1977.

General  Wallace  was  promoted  to  major  on  1 July  1967  and  assigned  as  admin- 
istrative officer  for  Headquarters  and  Headquarters  Detachment,  Tennessee 
Army  National  Guard.  He  was  appointed  information  officer  of  the  30th  Armored 
Division  on  10  January  1968.  General  Wallace  was  appointed  first  commanding 
officer  of  the  1 18th  Public  Information  Detachment  (Field  Service)  on  1 February 
1972.  He  was  promoted  to  lieutenant  colonel  on  14  November  1972,  and  to 
colonel  on  14  November  1975.  General  Wallace  was  assigned  as  information

General  Flores  joined  the  Army  Enlisted  Reserve  Corps  in  March  1944 
and  was  called  to  active  duty  in  January  1945.

General  Hollowell  began  his  military  career  on  23  June  1948  when  he 
enlisted  in  the  49th  Armored  Division,  Texas  Army  National  Guard. 

After  moving  to  Dallas  in  1951  he  transferred  to  the  181st  Fighter  Squad- 
ron, Texas  Air  National  Guard,  where  he  was  assigned  as  a unit  supply  clerk.

He  served  as  President  of  a 
Military  Board  which  wrote  the  Texas  Code  of  Military  Justice  which  he 
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subsequently  sponsored  in  the  House  of  Representatives.  When  the  bill 
was  enacted  into  law,  he  authored  the  “Manual  for  Courts-Martial,  Texas, 
1963”  which  was  adopted  and  published  by  the  Adjutant  General’s  Depart- 
ment. In  1965,  General  Hollowell  was  President  of  a Military  Law  Board 
that  authored  the  “Texas  Manual  on  Civil  Disturbances  and  Martial  Law” 
which  was  adopted  and  published  by  the  Adjutant  General’s  Department. 
While  on  a tour  of  duty  with  the  National  Guard  Bureau  in  1967,  General 
Hollowell  researched  civil  engineering  and  legal  matters  and  wrote  the  Air 
National  Guard  Regulation  governing  Operations  and  Maintenance  Agree- 
ments. In  1968  he  earned  his  Master  of  Laws  Degree  with  a major  in  Inter- 
national Law.  His  Master’s  thesis  was  entitled,  “Jurisdiction  Over  the  Terri- 
torial Sea.”  He  also  worked  with  a military  study  group  that  prepared  several 
early  drafts  of  the  National  Guard  Technician  Act. 

In  1956  through  1967  and  again  in  1973  until  the  present,  he  was  elected 
to  the  Texas  State  Legislature.  He  has  served  eight  terms  in  the  House  of 
Representatives.  During  one  term  he  served  as  Speaker  Pro  Tern  of  the 
House. 

In  civilian  life,  General  Hollowell  has  also  served  as  Legal  Advisory  and 
Administrative  Assistant  to  the  Clerk  of  the  U.S.  House  of  Representatives, 
Instructor  of  Government  at  Henderson  County  Junior  College,  Director  of 
Hearings  and  Enforcement  for  the  Texas  Water  Quality  Board  and  as  a 
delegate  to  the  Texas  Constitutional  Convention.  While  in  Washington 
working  for  the  Congress  he  performed  his  military  training  with  the  District 
of  Columbia  Air  National  Guard  as  well  as  with  his  own  unit. 

In  November  1974  General  Hollowell  was  transferred  from  the  Judge 
Advocate  General’s  Department  to  Line  of  the  Air  Force  and  assigned  as 
Deputy  Chief  of  Staff,  Texas  Air  National  Guard.

General  Scott  started  his  military  career  on  10  October  1938  by  enlisting 
in  Battery  A,  131st  Field  Artillery  Battalion,  36th  Infantry  Division  located 
at  Plainview,  Texas.  He  mobilized  with  that  unit  when  the  36th  Infantry 
Division  was  called  into  federal  service  on  25  November  1940.

Over  a ten-year  span,  from  1955  to  1965,  General  Burke’s  National  Guard 
assignments  were  with  the  45th  Infantry  Division,  highlighted  by  three  and 
one-half  years  as  a senior  tactical  officer,  and  later,  as  commandant  of  the 
Oklahoma  Army  National  Guard  Officer  Candidate  School. 

In  1965,  he  assumed  command  of  the  2d  Bn,  279th  Infantry,  during  the 
Selected  Reserve  Force  Buildup.  He  alternated  as  commander  of  the  1st 
Battalion,  179th  Infantry,  after  reorganization  early  in  1968.

This  was  interrupted  in  1976  by  his  appoint- 
ment by  President  Ford  as  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  U.S.  Virgin  Islands.

General  Childers  began  his  military  career  on  7 May  1935  as  a private  in 
Company  K,  150th  Infantry  (38th  Division),  West  Virginia  Army  National 
Guard.  He  entered  active  duty  when  the  Division  was  mobilized  at  Camp 
Shelby,  Mississippi  on  17  January  1941  with  assignment  to  the  38th  Divi- 
sion Signal  Company.
